The farmers often abuse the speculators and 
dealers when are low, Now the 
farmers can in this matter protect their inter- 
ests by co-operation. 

I am not so sure, however, that the specu- 
lators do not benefit the farmers more than 
they injure them. Take cotton for instance. 
This, like,all other farm produce, is governed 
by the law of supply and demand, with this 
difference, that many,matters sre local, while 
the supply end demand for cotton 
is as wide as the world. Now you 
all understand that potatces and corn are 
cheap in November because they are plenty. 
They are high in May because they are scarce. 
The reverse holds as to butter,eggs and chick- 
ens. They are cheap in May because they 
plenty, and high in November because they 
are scarce. Is there any general speculat’o1 
in these articles, or are they high because 
scarce, and low because plenty. Some times 
there is too much and other times not enough. 
[t is so with cotton. You can’t understand 
the cotton condition as well. It is raised in 
india and Ezypt and China. If your crops 
fail their may be good, and vice versa. 

The cotton raised in the world is about 
eight million bales, and it all begins to come 
to market from August to November, and - 
Ubristmas there are 400,000 bales a week of- 
fered for sale. The spinners of the world 
only want about 125.000 a week. If there 
were no speculators and traders to buy up 
thie 250,000 bales excess which is offered 
every week in November, December and 
January, who would buy it? You would 
have no buyers. You could not sell at any 
price. The spinners would say, I have got 
enough. You that complain of speculators 
in cotton, why don’t you, when & poor man 
has 50 bushels of corn in the fall which he is 
obli to sell, give him $1 50 a bushel for 
it. ou know that it will be worth 
that next summer. You say, I don’t seed 
it. But if you will take % cents 
will buy. -You boast of your good trade 
but abuse the cotton trade because he gives 
you what youask forit. Cotton being gov- 
erned by the law of supply aod demand when 
there is more than people want in the fall, 
they will not give so much. But when there 
is net_enough next summer they will give 
you what you ask for it. 

Farmers should get out cotton early and 
sell what they must sell before Christmas as 
soon as possible. For if the world’s crop is 
large the price will go Cown in the spring. 
But when the world’s crop is sma!! the price 
will go up in the spring. 

To show how the traders and speculators 
help the farmer, the crop of 1548 was asmal 
one—only 2,500,000 imles—«nd the price was 
good all the time.
